Housing Task Force 
‘switches tracks'

Further debate and additional 
information on the lack of low 
income housing in Wilmington 
prompted the Affordable Housing 
Task Force to “switch tracks” and 
pursue options other than a bylaw 
at their meeting Thursday night 
Previously, the group seemed to 
go with an inclusionary housing 
bylaw. The draft bylaw would 
allow increased density in new 
subdivisions if the builder would 
agree to set aside 20 percent of the 
units for low to moderate income 
families. This bylaw would help 
Wilmington meet state 
requirements 

Though they didn't rule out a 
bylaw approach, members last 
Thursday moved in a new direc 
tion, After hearing from Planning 
Coordinator Sandra Muprhy that 
there are a total of 743 town owned 
lots, approximately 400 of which 
are tax title and foreclosure 
properties, members explored 
ways to utilize some of them for 
low cost homes. Jay Tighe, founder 
of the Builder's Association, agreed 
this was "the answer,” an answer 
which would cost the town nothing, 
he said 

Members leaned toward a sug 
gestion to sell some of the la 
parcels to developers, perhaps to be 
used for multi-family dwellings 
built to town cifications, This 
would create a rotuting housing 
fund which could be used to place 
affordable modular homes on 
smaller parcels scattered through 


housing 


out town. 

By using town resources and 
putting everything in the hands of a 
non-profit corporation, members 
felt they could achieve better 
control. They also felt the town 
wouldn't then be bound by state 
guidelines or new tenant regula 
tions, which would allow out-of 
towners to take preference over 
local residents. They agreed they 
could use the draft bylaw as a 
policy guideline 

If they pursue this suggestion, 
however, nothing could be done 
until the moratorium on town 
owned land is lifted in 1988 

In an update on a recent housing 
conference, Planning Board Chair 
man Carole Hamilton explained 
that conf bers favored 
the comprehensive permit route 
and negotiation with builders on a 
case by case basis over a bylaw 
approach to the affordable housing 
crunch, She added that, either way 
something has to be done soon as 
the town is wide open to developers 
coming in with comprehensive 
permits

In an effort to force members to 
make "reasonable" use of whatever 
land remains in town, Attorney 
Joseph Courtney suggested rezon- 
ing of the larger R60 parcels to 
smaller lots, He said, in his estima 
tion, there are only a maximum of 
400 buildable, residential lots left 


in Wilmington and the task force 
should look at diversity and best 
utilization of that land 

I'm not about to stand by and see 
R6O (zones) get changed in a 
wholesale slaughter,” said member 
Vaughn Surprenant, adding that his 
group is also looking at other 
approaches like converting town 
buildings and using industrial land 

We know we can't do this 
overnight, This is a long term 
project,” explained Surprenant as 
chairman Jim Stewart added they 
have to make any new bylaw 
attractive to residents and builders 
alike. 

Lillian Buckley, executive direc 
tor of the housing authority 
questioned whether it was wise to 
pursue single family homes on 
scattered sites, She pointed out that, 
in her experience, builders often 
run into strict septic system 
regulations and this approach 
involves “a lot of work, man hours 
and delays 

Task Force member Dan Gilis 
sought board approval to move a 
house slated for demolition to 
Parker Street and use that for 
affordable housing 

"We could talk 
housing for around $75 
said, though fellow members 
feared the hidden costs and 
"headaches" of such a move as well 
as leaving the home open to vandals 
through the winter.

The ladies were soon spearheading 
the raising of funds 

Construction of the first church 
building, at the corner of South 
Street and Brown Street began in 
1914, but the building was not 
completed for more than a year. 
The building was dedicated by 
District Superintendent William H.

SHOULD YOU 
DEFER EARNINGS? 
In the recent past, many 

executives chose to “defer 
compensation" -- less money now, 
more money after 
when, it was assumed, they would 
be in a lower tax bracket. Does is 
still make sense, given the new, 
lower tax rates which may or may 
not continue? 

The main advantage is that the 
deferred compensation earns 
interest on the entire pre-tax 
amount; many companies pay as 
much as 10 to 12 percent interest on 
that money. It won't be as 
beneficial at lower tax rates, but the 
executive still gets to invest more 
that way. 

However, the new law does limit 
how much a company can pay from 
a funded pension plan to an 
employee who retires before 65. 
Many companies will get around 
this by paying out of unfunded 
pension plans, but this money is 
chancier; it's not guaranteed by the 
government and is subject to 
mergers, acquisitions and 
bankruptcies. Stock options don't 
fook for so good if capital gains 
lose their tax preferential 
treatment. Look for changes there.

Robert McSweeney of Adgis Trust 
sought board approval to 
administer and subsidize, through a 
state or federal program, three 
homes he would build on scattered 
sites. According to the proposal, 
the housing authority would master 
lease the homes for a 10 year 
period, after which they could be 
turned back to the developer. 
During the 10 year period, they 
could be rented to families having 


low to moderate incomes. 
In both cases, WHA members had 
“reservations and asked for more 
detailed information before 
continuing discussion at their 
November 17 meeting. 

Chisholm said he is sponsoring a 
special town meeting article to 
rezone 38 acres of his land from 
R60 to R20. He told board 
members if the article passes, he 
will be able to build 42 homes 
rather than the 22 allowed under 
current zoning. Access in and out 
of the property would have to be 
through Reed Street and Third 
Avenue, which is already a paper 
street, he added. 

Under the state program, 25 
percent of the 42 homes could be 
sold to first time homebuyers with 
incomes belween $18,000 and 
$27,000 a year, Affordability 
would be preserved over the long 
term by deed restriction. 

Though Chisholm said he was 
interested in building single family 
homes, under program guidelines 
“structures can be single dwelling 
units, either attached or detached, 
and can include condominiums.”

Chisholm replied that "zoning is 
wasting land” and went on to add 
that allowing one and a half acre 
“ridiculous.” In answer to 
chairman Kevin McMillen, 
Chisholm said pursuing the 
Homeownership program with an 
R60 zone would be “impossible.” 

Attorney Russell Dunning told 
the board his client Robert 
McSweeney is in the process of 
buying 16 lots from Joe Woods. 
Ten of those lots were combined 
into five lots, each having 5,000 
square feet. The last lot contains 
18,000 square feet. The lots, he 
explained, are located on Faulkner, 
St.. Paul, Jacobs, and Allston Street 
and are all on sewer. 

McSweeney originally applied 
for a building permit but was 
turned down because the lots don't 
meet zoning requirements. Now he 
has applied to the board of appeals 
for a variance on lot sizes and he 
needs the housing authority's 
support once a date is set. In return, 
three of the homes would be turned 
over to the board for affordable 
homes. 

WHA members sgid they could 
administer the homes under the 
state's 707 program or Section 
Eight. They were concerned 


however, with the density resulting 
from building six homes on 43,000 
square feet, which Executive 
Director Lillian Buckley pointed 
out “:isn't even an acre.” A very 
few 5,000 square foot lots do 
qualify as they are grandfathered 
in, Buckley added later.

Information from SIPP helps

Dear Rick: 

The proposal by the Wilmington 
Athletic Department to move WHS 
athletic teams to the Cape Ann 
League will hurt the athletic 
program financially. The program 
will loose $15,000+ every other 
year: the gate receipts of the 
traditional Thanksgiving Day 
football game. 

The Boosters and the Rotary Club 
will also loose sizeable income. The 
Booster Club will loose on the sale 
of programs and the concession 
stand. The traditional Rotary Club 
breakfast will also be lost, 

It is doubtful that the Tewksbury 
athletic officials, with an eye on the 
Super Bowl each year, would be 
willing to give up the 
predetermined loss of 2.00 value 
points in the Super Bowl ratings. In 
a close division race, a negative 
2.00 on the final game day drops a 
contender right out of that race 
(1976). 

As I write this letter, Tewksbury 
is preparing for a game with 
Malden Catholic - a game that will 
probably determine the 1986 Super 
Bowl contenders. 

Several factors have lessened 
Wilmington's competitive drive in 
the tough Merrimack Valley 
Conference, Listed are some of 
those factors that I feel have 
weakened our program.

With birds, bunnies and squirrels 
in season, now is the perfect time to 
g0 deer hunting. 

Oh no, you can't shoot deer right 
now, unless jail sounds appealing. 
Shotgun season for deer doesn't 
open in the Bay State until early 
December. But right now is the 
ideal time to find them. 

Last week I went out hunting 
small game in New Hampshire, but 
I just happened to be hunting in the 
very same woods that will see my 
boot tracks this weekend during 
deer season. What a coincidence! 

And. I was deer hunting, no 
question about it. I went through 
all the motions of deer hunting, 
from reading sign to following 
tracks, but the only thing I was 
prepared to shoot were birds, 
bunnies and squirrels. 

With the rapid growth in new 
home construction, pre-season 
scouting is more important than 
ever. It's not so important today to 
locate deer as it is to make sure that 
a condo hasn't sprung up in your 
favorite hunting ground since last 
autumn,

The only way to avoid finding a 
house in your favorite meadow is to 
do some pre-season scouting. And 
what better excuse is there for 
scouting than to go hunting for 
|small game? 

The stealth and "hunter instinct" 
fwhicn spells success during deer 
season works just fine on small 

game. In fact, if you're quiet and 
observant enough to spot deer, 
{you'll surely see rabbits and 
partridges in the process. *

A few weeks earlier in the season 
and it would have been the 
partridge making the trip into the 
Twilight Zone, not the deer. 


The basic skills are the same, no 
matter the quarry, and success in 
one area of hunting will often carry 
over into another. 

So in the next few weeks, why not 
go "deer hunting” for small game? 
Just remember what's in season. 

Who knows? You might even get 
to put a few bunnies in the freezer, 
to enjoy during the real deer 
season.
